I no avail and he returned ho a from 
San Antonio a few weeks ago. He was 
I feeling unusually bad one day, about 
nine weeks ago and left th.3 sherif! • 
j office for home. He never returned to 
the office. Eiglibyvveeks ago \\:is forc­ 
ed to go to bed and from that time 
; on he gradually grew worse and his 
friends realized th at death was oui* 
a question of days. 
“ Bill’’ Cates num bered his friends 
in this part of the state by the thou­ 
sands. 
He served two term s as sher­ 
iff of Stephens county at the begin­ 
ning of statehood and was serving 
the third term 
at the time 
of his 
death. 
Mr. Cates was born in Decatur, 
Texas, November 21, 1865. He came 
to Oklahoma and Stephens county 3 0 
years ago and this has been his home 
ever since.
